Appropriations Committee amendments, AM2123, includes this change2

for FY2011-12 as explained on pages 24-25 of the Committee report.3

The department has also indicated that estimated expenditures will4

continue to be less than the appropriation for Behavioral Health5

Aid Program 38 in FY2012-13 by as much as $3.7 million. This6

amendment reduces the FY2012-13 General Fund appropriation for that7

program by $1,850,000, one-half of that estimate.8

This amendment reduces21

the same appropriations by an additional $2.0 million General Funds22

in both FY2011-12 and FY2012-13.23
